THE Weſtern Territory, as already kinted, conſiſts 
of two parts, viz. the territory North-weſt, and the 
territory South, of the river Ohio. Over each of which, 
as being compriſed within the limits of the United States, 
Congreſ\exerciſes juriſdidt ion. And though neither being 


| organized with, the full powers and authorities of inde- 


pendent ſtates, is intitled to a complete repreſentation in 
the national legiſlature, {till the laws of the Union are of 
force as they reſpe& them. 

By an ordinance® of Congreſs, of the 13th of July 1787, 
and by teveral ſtatutes ſince the eſtabliſhment ot the pre- 
{ent federal conſtitution, each territory, for the purpoſes 
of temporary government, forms a diſtrict, and has a go- 
vernor, ſecretary, and three judges, The governor holds 
his office, ſubject to removal, three years; the ſecretary, 
four; the juayes during good behaviour. They are ap- 
pointed by the preſident of the United States, with the ad- 
vice and conſent of the ſenate, and are required, as alſo 


the members of the legiſlative council, when there ſhall 


be a legiſlature, to take an oath or affirmation of fidelity 
and of office» The governor of either diltrict muſt have a 
freehold in 2 thouſand acres of land, and reſide therein. 
He is, ex officio, ſuperintendant of Indian affairs, and come 
mander in chief of the militia within his diſtri&t ; may ap- 
point all military, except general ofticers; and, for the 
time being, all ſub rdinate magiſtrates and civil officers ne- 
cellary for the preſervation of peace and good order.

THE conſtitution of this ſtate, in ſeveral reſpects, and 
particularly in'the conſtruction of the legiſlature, bears a 
ſtrong reſemblance to that of the United States. 


The houſe of repreſentatives is compoſed of members 


choſen for two years; the ſenate, of members choſen for 
four. The ſenators are alſo claſſed, and the ſeats of one 


half their number vaeated and re-filled at every election
